Several Curtiss-Wright represen- 
|tatives were described as having 
‘gone into the Chaco war zone in 
November last year, for conferences 
with Gen. Hans Kundt, commander 
of the Bolivian army. Allard said 
his company might have assisted 
Bolivia in enlisting aviation me- 
chanics. : 

Evidence was given that the Cur- 
tiss-Wright corporation attempted 
to draft 25 graduates of Kelly Field, 
Texas, to take some airplanes to 
China, and possibly be employed by 
'that Government. 

The information was in a letter 
‘from the Curtiss-Wright selling 
agents in China, Inter-Continent 
Aviation, Inc., to Robert L. Earle, 
Washington representative of the 
corporation. 

The letter said: “There exists an 
opening for a man in China to act 
as machine-gun instructor, who may 
‘also be selected from this list.” 

This recruiting attempt came 
after complications resulting from 
the first recruiting of 24 American 
pilots and about that number o 
mechanics, who went to Colombia 
early this year. 

These pilots refused to fight for 
Colombia after the State Depart- 
ment announced they would lose 
their citizenship if they did so, de- 
spite that they had been recruited 
either to fight or instruct Colombian 
pilots. 

Wished for Secrecy. 

Lieutenant-Commander J.  H. 
Strong, former American naval of- 
ficer, then was in charge of Colom- 
bia’s air forces. . The inter-conti- 
net letter to Earle was dated Feb. 6, 
1934. 

Another letter from the same 
source dated a week later asked 
Earle to approach the Navy to ob- 
tain a list of trained pilots “who 
may be available for such work as 
we at times have occasion to send 
out airplanes on floats.” 

The letter went on to say that 
President Allard did not wish to 
disclose the countries to which the 
Army and Navy pilots were to go. 

Wanted Government Aid. 

Evidence was presented. that 
American aircraft manufacturers 
considered in 1930 a proposal to 
have a United States navy aircraft 
carrier transport planes for them 
to Latin-America for a demonstra- 
tion there to meet European compe- 
tition. 

Writing to Allard, R. D. Farns- 
worth, an official of, Curtiss-Wright, 
reported that a British aircraft car- 
rier was due in the River Platte in 
December carrying about 20 En- 
glish airplanes.

“We're perfectly safe here, get the 
passengers first.” 

“Lots of people. were sticking 
their hands out portholes and 
screaming for help,” said Rogers. 
“We were powerless to help. Fire 
was everywhere. There was abso- 
lutely nothing we could do.” 

Rogers told of most of the group 
sticking by the captain and refus- 
ing to leave the ship on a pilot boat 
which came up. Only two men went 
aboard the pilot boat from the 
Morro Castle, he said. 

The little group finally left the 
ship aboard a special lifeboat from 
Seagirt, N. J., Rogers said, adding 
that Acting Captain Warms was 
the last to leave.

The firm was founded by John 
Bolland, who. came from Germany 
about 100 years ago and started ia 
business as a watchmaker in a 
small shop at 111 South Second 
street. Successful, he expanded the 
tusiness with a general atock of 


jewelry and silverware in 1848, when 


Second street at Market and Wal- 
nut streets was in the principal re- 
‘tail district of the city. Each year 
he added to the stock, offering dia- 
stinctive articles to attract pur- 
chesers until the firm ranked 
among the leading retail jewelry 
stores of the city. 

He died in 1890 and his grandson, 
Bolland is now president 
of the concern. He said the present 
economic condition was the reason 
for liquidation, 

John F. Bolland, the son of the 
founder o fthe firm, and who died 
in 1932, became a partner in the 
business with his father in 1884, 
after having been a salesman for ea 
firm of manufacturing jewelers, 
John BR. Bolland became president 
of the firm after his father's death, 

The company continued at its orige 
inal location until 1870, when it was 
moved to 8&8 South Fourth street, re- 
maining there until 1895. In 1908, 
it was moved to 513 Locust, and tn 
1920 to its present location at the 
southwest corner of Tenth and Lo 
cust streets.

Gorman Appeals to President. 

In a telegram to President Roose-, 
velt today, Gorman said: | 

“Governors of several States have | 
called State troops into action at 
the strike of textile workers. So far} 
as we can learn and observe, the| 
principal function of these troops is | 
to protect strikebreakers. 

“I know that Governors have full 
control of their State troops but I 
feel sure at the same time that a/| 
word of advice from you’ urging 
fairness in the use of troops where 
used at all, in a strictly impartial 
manner, would be helpful. 

“We know that there is no need 
whatever in any case for State 
troops and we protest most vigor- 
ously their use as aid to. strike- 
vreakers.” 

Gorman said the union was pre- 
paring for “at least a month of 
struggle to win the textile strike.” 
He said proposals for settlement now 
must come from the employers and 
“must come from each division of 
the industry as a whole.” 

One Mill Settles Its Strike.

W. C. Henderson Urges 
Commissioners of U. S. 
and Canada to Help Save 
What Birds Are Left.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12. — The 
waterfowl! of America are confront- 
ed with disaster, W. C. Henderson, 
associate chief of the Bureau of

Henderson’s report, the most pes- 
simistic in the history of the bu- 
reau, was made public here today. 
He urged conservation commission- 
ers of the United States and Canada 
to do all in their power to enforce 
the law and help preserve remain- 
ing waterfowl. 

In the last shooting season the 
kill jumped from 12 per cent to 18 
per cent, according to figures on 
banded waterfowl as far as they 
have been analyzed, Henderson said. 
He pointed to his prophecy last 
year that if conditions in 1934 were 
worse than in 1933, 
necessary to adopt further restric- 
tions “or the sport of wildfowling 
would be doomed.” 

“From Bad to Worse.” 

“Since then,” said Henderson,

Weather Bureau and its worse ef- 
fects have been felt in the areas

“When the reduced numbers of 
the waterfow make their way 
southward this fall they will find 
thousands of ponds and lakes dried 
up where formerly they could rest 
and feed. We may therefore ex- 
pect greater concentrations than 
ever on the remaining water areas, 
and there will be real danger of 
over-shooting even with the short- 
ened season, the lowered bag limit 
on certain species, and the other 
restrictions that have been added 
for the protection of the birds this 
year.” 

Summarizing the results of the 
extensive survey of the waterfowl 
situation made during the past 
year, Henderson said: 

“In the main the data from these

Sewsincage sources portray about the 
same picture—a sharp decrease in 
the numbers of waterfowl when 
the continent as a whole is con- 
sidered, and when it is viewed in 
the light of even so short a period 
as five years. -When the present 
population is compared with that 
of 25 or 30 years ago the contrast 
becomes astounding.” 

Investigators for the bureau esti- 
mated that the drouth resulted in 
the virtual elimination for water- 
fowl breeding on an area about 
100,000 square miles in extent. But 
even though the breeding ground 
was thus limited, investigators 
found the favorable ponds and 
marshes greatly underpopulated. 

Of the 18 species covered in the 
survey only the mallard, black 
duck, pintail and possibly the 
widgeon and the Canada goose 
were said to be distributed in suf- 
ficient numbers to justify “any 
hunting.” The redhead is reported 
reduced to “a most critical condi- 
tion.” 

“The important relationship that 
exists between the great interior 
breeding grounds and the more 
widely scattered shooting grounds 
in the United States can best be un- 
derstood if we bear in mind that 
in their migratory flights all the 
waterfowl follow certain more or 
less clearly defined flight lines that 
vary little from year to year. There- 
fore, anything that affects their 
numbers in either the breeding or 
the shooting areas must be imme-

Agriculture Department Says 
Indications Are Yield Will

WASHNIGTON, Sept. 12.—The 
season’s apple production was €S- 
timated yesterday by the Agricul- 
ture Department at 111,703,000 
bushels, the lowest forecast as of 
Sept. 1 since 1927. 

The department said the crop 
might be shorter even than 1927's 
and the smallest since 1921.

Action to Recover 531, 000 on 
Allegation They * Knew 
Company Was Failing. 


Suit to recover $31,224 in deposits 
and interest from nine officers and 
directors of the closed Grant State 
Bank was filed in Circuit Court to- 
day on behalf of 18 depositors who 
allege through a trustee that the 
defendants knew the bank was in- 
solvent and in a failing condition 
when the deposits were received 
and hence are responsible for them 
under Missouri law. 

The defendants, alleged to have 
been in charge ot the bank when it 
was closed by directors Jan. 16, 
1933, and when the deposits were 
accepted, are: Arthur G. Maier, 
president; Edward Remmers, vice- 
president; George A. Boyd Jr., cash- 
ier and treasurer; Charles J. Fran- 
cis Jr., Henry Stegmann, Robert J. 
Tiemann, George S. Windler, F. J. 
Mueller and W. C. Lieser, directors. 

The action is under Missouri 
statutes, seldom-invoked, holding 
bankers civilly responsible for ac- 
cepting deposits with knowledge 
that a bank is “insolvent or in fail- 
ing circumstances,” and making 
the fact of insolvency or failing 
condition prima facie evidence of 
such knowledge. The petition was

Parker says that the State Com-

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GRAVE BUSINESS FEAR’ 
OVER NEW DEALS COST 


H. I. Harriman Cites Unbal- 
anced Budget and Other 
Causes of Uncertainty. 


By the Associated Press. 

WINNIPEG, Man., Sept. 12.— 
Henry I. Harriman, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, in a speech prepared for 
delivery to the annual conference 
of the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce, today, said: “In the main 
we have come closely to grips with 
the problems of a changing order 
of business.” 

“I do not share the view,” said 
Harriman, “that you in Canada or 
we in the United States are rush- 
ing headlong into new and untried 
fields of economy and political ad- 
venture, or that we have cut loose 
from our constitutional moorings. 

“Due to the exigencies of the de- 
pression we have undoubtedly gone 
too far, and we must retrace our 
steps; but in the main we have 
come closely to grips with the prob- 
lems of a changing order of busi- 
ness and we have endeavored to 
correct the evils of, but not to abol- 
ish, our present system of business, 
which is largely based on the profit 


motive. 
“Finally, I am ‘convinced that the 


United States and the Dominion 
will, in the adjustment of their 
business relations, both internally 
and with each other, set a salutary 
example of common sense for the 
other nations of the world.” 

Business Deeply Apprchensive. 

Referring specifically to the sit- 
uation in the United States, Harri- 
man said: 


“In the United States, business is| 
better than the psychology of busi-| 
ness. There has been a very 


marked upturn in business activity 
and in values in the last 18 months, 
yet there is deep apprehension on 
the part of business men of all 
classes and in all sections of the 
country. There is thankfulness for 
obviously bettered. conditions, but 
there is grave fear that the cost of 
our recovery measures will be a 
greater burden than the nation can 
bear, and this feeling has been ac- 
centuated by the great drouth which 
has so severely afflicted a very 
considerable area of the Middle 
west. «3:4 

“Comparing conditions reported 
on Aug. 1, 1934, with conditions in 
March, 1933, we find that there were 
seven or eight million men out of 
work instead of 12 million; that the 
commodity price level has risen 
more than 25 per cent; that our 
banking system 1s sound and liquid 
and not timid and frozen; that in- 


dustrial activity has an index num- 
ber of 76, instead of 59; and that 
the price level of common stocks 
has risen from 43 to a July average 
or: Ti, 


“These are certainly encouraging 
signs and indicate that business is 
slowly but surely working out of 
the slough of despond. 

The Unfavorable Factors. 

“Against these favorable factors, 
however, we find that there is much 
dissatisfaction with the working of 
the National Industrial Recovery 
Act and the AAA; that the country 
is suffering from many unjustified 
and vicious strikes; and, finally, 
that there is the possibility that our 
budget, which is now unbalanced 
by many billions of dollars, may not 
be balanced for years to come. If 
our Government continues to spend 
heavily in excess of its receipts, 
this, of course, would inevitably 
lead to the type of inflation which 
wrecked the industrial life of many 
continental nations. * * * 

“Those who are close to the Pres- 
ident know that he is attempting to 
correct the faults of our present 
economic system, and does not de- 
sire to change it for any other.” 

Reciprocal Tariff Pacts. 

Harriman commented on tariff 
bargaining as follows: 

“As you know Congress has given 
to the Executive wide power for 
the promotion of American trade 
through the negotiation of recipro- 
cal agreements. 

“While the effectiveness of this 
method is still to be demonstrated, 
there is little doubt of the earnest- 
ness of the present administration 
in its desire to so stimulate interna- 
tional trade. This power which has 
been granted to the President has 
been regarded with mingled feel- 
ings by different economic groups. 
Those who are particularly interest- 
ed in the export market such as the 
growers of cotton and wheat and 
the manufacturers of automobiles 
and machinery look on it with much 
favor. Other producers are fear- 
ful lest it open our markets to the 
goods made with cheap labor both 
in Europe and in Asia. 

“Thus far we have had one ex- 
ample of the exercise of this power, 
to-wit, in the recently-executed 
trade agreement between the United 
States and Cuba, and that agree- 
ment has pointed to a power which 
has been little considered by those 
who are fearful of the effect of this 
experiment on American industry. 
I refer to the power to limit by 
quota the amount of product which 
can be admittcd into the United 
States. 

“It would have been a disaster to 
our large sugar producing industry 
to have lowered the tariff rate with- 
out limiting the quantity that could 
be imported into the United States. 
As it is, however, there is a strict 
limit to the amount of sugar which 
can come in -rom Cuba. ... While 
there is prospect of some increase 
in imports abuve the low Cuban 
shipments of the past two years, it 
is doubtful whether importations of 
Sugar from that island in the long 
run will adversely affect the sugar

248 Productions Turned in— 
Put in Institutions and 
Public Offices. 


Artists in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County who were given relief work 
through Civic Works Administra- 
tion funds, hawe turned in 248 
productions and were paid about 
$26,000, Louis La Beaume, archi- 
tect and director of. the St. Louis 
region, announced yesterday. 

Although CWA payments were 
suspended last May 15, three artists 
working on extensive murals at 
the Carondelet, Crunden and Cab- 
anne branch libraries are complet- 
ing. their work under allotments 
from Federal Emergency’ Relief 
Administration. 

The productions, consisting of 149 
oil paintings, 56 water colors, 28 
black and white sketches, eight mu- 
rals and seven miscellaneous works, 
have been placed in city institut- 
tions or in city, State and Federal 
offices. 

In St. Louis, employment was 
given to 50 artists, and the work 
was rotated, allowing asignments 
to an average of 35 a week.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ITH regard to “America’s Capacity 

to Consume,” the conclusions reathed 
by the Brookings Institution were pre- 
viously presented by the late Lewis B.

Tebbets, embodying his ‘employment 
plan, appeared in “The American Federa- 
tionist” for July, 1931. 

A few of the outstanding tenets of the 
Tebbetts economic creed were: ‘“Indus- 
trial manipulation by banking policies 
and the illusion of conflicting class inter- 
ests are two erroneous ideas included in 
most economic theories ... No policy of 
banking can properly regulate either pro- 
duction or consumption; the manipulation 
of money for the purpose of arousing 
business activity is a false device detri- 
mental to the social-economic good; the 
true test of prosperity lies in the final 


retail consumer sale; prosperity can be | 


produced only by work; we can work 


more, produce more and have more, oF | 


work less, produce less and have less.” 

Mr. Tebbetts was vigorously opposed to! 
the shorter work-time as a means of | 
spreading jobs—a conclusion in which! 
the Brookings Institution concurs, finding | 
that to bring production up to the 1929 | 
level, allowing for a 25 per cent increase | 
in efficiency, we still need the 40-hour | 
week. He was equally opposed to specu- 
lation. His battle-cry was: “Put the people 
to work—jobs first, then shorter hours, 
according to consumptive requirements.” 

The Tebbetts theory was examined by | 
the Brookings Institution and other out- | 
standing economic groups.

“WELL-INTENTIONED BUT UNINFORMED.” 
The late Samuel Gompers, whe, with the exception 
of one term, was president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor from its foundation in 1886 to his death 
in 1924, clearly foresaw some of the significant de- 
velopments in the relations between capital and la- 
bor. More than 40 years ago, for example, he vis- 
ioned the tremendous growth of what we have come 
to call technological unemployment, and the new 
problems that this has created aliké for employer 
and employe. With equal prescience, he warned in 
1900 against a danger which has now, a generation 
later, reached full stature—the danger to organized 
labor from governmental interference in its affairs. 

It was the idea of this leader, the greatest indi- 
vidual force {n the American labor movement for 
mary years, that labor should keep itself unhamp- 
ered by government. He wanted no partnership with 
government, for partnership would diminish the right 
of independent action. He believed that labor could 
and should, out of enlightened self-interest, fight its 
own battles. This conviction was due to no lack 
of militancy in his character: the record of his activ- 
ity for such legislation as the Seamen's and Clayton 
Acts bears testimony to the progressiveness of his 
views and the vigor with which he urged them. 

It was precisely because of this militancy in be- 
half of labor that Gompers stood steadfastly against 
anything savoring of compulsory arbitration of indus- 
trial disputes. He believed, as the Post-Dispatch be- 
lieves and has stated, that once the Government be- 
gins a course of interference in controversies of this 
kind, the establishment of labor courts in some guise 
or other becomes inevitable. Against all movements 
in this direction, however innocuous they might ap- 
pear, he firmly set his face. He realized that labor 
courts would tend to become the tools of political 
groups; that labor under such courts would face the 
constant risk of having hurtful decrees thrust upon 
it. He saw that in any partnership between labor 
and government, the time might come—indeed, with 
the swing of the pendulum back and forth, was al- 
most sure to come—when the control of government 
would be in hands more friendly to capital than to 
He demanded, in short, that labor be kept 


labor. 


free. 
Gompers plainly stated his views in his presiden- 
tial report to the A. F. of L. in 1900. He said: 

There are some, however, who, playing upon 
the credulity of the uninformed, seek to divert 
the principle of arbitration into a coercive policy 
of so-called compulsory arbitration; in other 
words, the creation by states of boards, or courts, 
with power to hear and determine each case in 
dispute between workers and employers, to make

The scheme of so-called compulsory arbitration is 

the latest design of the well-intentioned but un- 

informed. 

Because of the same views that led him to oppose 
compulsory arbitration, Gompers looked with pro- 
found distrust on plans for the establishment of com- 
pulsory unemployment insurance. Testifying in 1916 
before a committee of the House of Representatives, 
against the creation of a committee to study unem- 
ployment insurance systems, he said: “I am more

man liberty and refusal to surrender rights to gov- 


/ernmental agencies than I am with social insurance.”

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MAINE REPORTS ON MAINE. 

While, as should be understood by now, the per- 
formance of Maine in September. has been far from 
an infallible indication of how the country will 
vote in November, it cannot be denied that the re- 
sults from the Pine Tree State are of significance. 
Louis J. Brann, the first Democratic Governor to be 
re-elected in the history of the State, won by more 
than 33,000, which was 14 times larger than the 
lead he enjoyed two years ago. Moreover, he carried 
Portland, the largest city, which he was not able to 
do in 1932. 

Senator Hale, consistent opponent of Roosevelt ad- 
ministration measures and the leading congressional 
supporter of the big navy idea, who heretofore has 
received large majorities, appears to have been re- 
turned for a fourth term by something like 1200 
votes in a total of more than 277,000. So close was 
this race that his Democratic opponent, F. Harold 
Dubord, has announced he will require a recount. 
The latter’s candidacy, incidentally, was handicapped 
by the disclosure that he once, as party leader, ac- 
cepted an Insull contribution. Thus, the inference is 
that if Big Jim Farley—who is said to have singled 
out the Democratic candidate—had suggested some 
one free of the power interest label, Senator Hale 
would have been defeated. 

Meanwhile, two of the three seats in the National 
House went to the Democrats. Most notable in these 
races was the defeat of Representative Beedy, a lead- 
ing critic of Roosevelt policies and one of the vet- 
erans of the lower chamber. The close outcome in 
the Third District, comprising the northeastern half 
of the State, proved just the reverse of two years 
ago. There the personalities of former Gov. Brews- 
ter, the victor, and the Democratic incumbent, Rep 
resentative Utterback, were said to have counted 
more than national issues. Incidentally, the voters of 
this long-dry State also took time out to wipe its 
half-century-old dry statute from the law books. 

Judgment as to whether Maine is a political ba- 
rometer this year must wait on the returns from the 
general election in November. Meantime, the once 
rock-ribbed State of Blaine and “Czar” Reed, of Nel- 
son Dingley and William P. Frye, provides little con- 
solation and even less cheer for Chairman Fletcher 
of the Republican National Committtee.

and, if a vote is taken, it will be a mere formality. 
Alderman Collins is planning to reconvene the spe- 
cial bipartisan Revenue Committee to consider a mu- 
nicipal income tax. Two income tax bills were sub- 
mitted to the committee by City Counselor Hay, one 
providing for a tax on gross incomes and the other 
on net incomes. It has been pointed out that a tax 
on gross incomes would be unfair, since, for instance, 
in the case of a corporation having a gross income 
but a net deficit, the tax would further increase the 
deficit. In other words, companies would be taxed 
for the privilege of going broke. If a net income tax 
sufficient for the city’s needs is established, it will 
have to produce more than three times the revenue 
collected in St. Louis under the State income tax. 
Some of the Aldermen are against any new taxes 


'whatever. If this negative policy is adopted, the city 
‘will have to undertake a refunding operation on 
| bonded indebtedness coming due this year, which is 
| the first step on the road to municipal bankruptcy; 
it will have to abandon the $16,100,000 bond issue 
and, with it, more than $5,000,000 in Federal grants, 
which need never be repaid; the city will have to de- 
fer the question of meeting the deficit in its general 
fund; and the relief problem, to become pressing 
next April, when the proceeds from the $4,600,000 
bond issue of 1952 are exhausted, will be left in 
the air. 

Last spring, the Mayor presented a four-point tax 
program, including taxes on beer and other liquors, 
which would have yielded about $1,800,000 in new 
revenue. Three Democratic Aldermen from the brew- 
ery wards joined with the Republicans in defeating 
it. A half-hearted effort was recently made to find 
new sources of revenue in license, admission and 
other taxes, but when their potential revenue was 
totted up, it amounted only to about $1,000,000. In 
addition, the taxes had high nuisance and harass- 
ment qualities. When the sales tax was proposed, 
consideration of them was summarily dropped. 

The income tax remains as a possible solution, 
but once the measure is on its way and those against 
it become articulate, as did the opponents of the sales 
tax, will the Aldermen remain hitched or will they 
once again run to cover? We are not in the business 
of prophecy. All we have to say is that the city’s 
fiscal crisis remains to be solved, and, unless it is, 
St. Louis is likely to suffer worse consequences than 
the damage any special tax program, courageously 
adopted now, would cause.

Some Italian Views of Fascism 


Public panegyric and private jeremiad on Fascist regime are found by American 
lawyer, visiting his native Italy; citizens interviewed tellsof poverty, high living 
costs, high taxes, despotic rule, political repression-and army of spies, and pre- 
dict uprising; most Italians are convinced, writer says, that changes are imminent.

OLITICAL conversation in Fascist Italy 
P divides itself into the ostentatious pub- 

lic panegyric, and the whispered private 
jeremiad. The first, of course, is always 
concerned with the glory of Il Duce, his 
dynamic personality, his pontifical infallibil- 
ity, his success in commanding the respect 


‘of other nations toward his country, and 


his extraordinary feat of making the trains 
run according to schedule. 

During a recent visit to the land of the 
corporative state, I did not escape the loud 
panegyric; but it was also very interesting 
to overhear the monotone of lamentation 
and rebellion that prevails in every part of 
the peninsula. 

s 7. * 

My first Italian acquaintance was a young 
Corporal of the army. He became very lo- 
quacious about the changes that time and 
Fascism had brought in his country. After 
telling me, approvingly, of Italy as a great 
world Power, he began to suggest that some 
things were not quite so good, - 

“There is no doubt,” he said, “that Il Duce 
has done a great deal to increase Italy's 
international prestige.” He lowered § his 
voice to a barely audible tone and contin- 
ued: “But in our internal affairs, we have 
sacrificed personal liberty for the sake of 
military grandeur.” 

Then, for fear that he had been too frank 
with a stranger, he raised his voice and 
said: “Of course, I am altogether a Fascist,” 
and proceeded to give his reasons. I learned 
later that this statement is the saving 
clause, a sort of amen that the wary Italian 
will attach to everything he says, as a sop 
for some political spy who might be lurking 
within hearing distance. 

One evening, soon after my arrival in my 
native town in Calabria, I was surrounded 
by a small group of people. 

“We have electric lights now,” said an old 
peasant. “We also have a new railroad, 
& modern olive press and a flour mill. But 
il Fascismo is good only for i pesci grossi 
(the big fish) of the kingdom. The common 
people have a worse lot than before.” 

Another peasant began to explain the in- 
tricate network of Fascist taxation. “Every- 
body pays taxes on salt and tobacco. They 
are monopolies of the Government. A man 
may avoid the bachelor tax by marrying; 
but he is then required to pay a family tax 
of 25 lire a head. There are so many other 
assessments that the officials themselves 
can't keep track of them. Some of us have 
been forced to borrow money to keep all our 
taxes paid. If we cannot pay, we lose our 
lands to the usurers.” | 

* * o 

Mussolini himself has recently admitted 
that any additional levies would “drive the 
taxpayers to death.” Through an epidemic 
of foreclosures, the loan sharks have ele- 
vated themselves into feudal barons, while 
hundreds of families have been evicted from 
the homes and lands that had been theirs 
for centuries. These conditions have been 
consistently ignored by Il Duce. 

A carpenter informed me that the Gov- 
ernment had attempted to fix wages in the 
industrial sections, but that there was no 
way to enforce a minimum schedule in the 
rural Communities. 

“There are five of us in the family, all 


masters of the craft,” he said. “But none 
of us has worked for the past three years. 
Everybody is penniless. When we get a 
chance at an odd job, we never argue about 
wages, but willingly accept just enough to 
buy bread and macaroni.” 

Similar complaints are made in the more 
industrialized provinces of the north. Un- 
employment in Italy has increased from 
122,000 in 1925, to more than 1,000,000 in 
1934, with another million to account for the 
chronic idleness of the agricultural sections.

Perhaps the saddest plight is that of writ- 
ers, journalists and intellectuals. No news- 
paper or magazine may legally be published 
without formal authorization of specially 
designated authorities. Every newspaper is 
officially told exactly what to print and 
what to suppress on every social question. 

“Artistic reviews,” a poet said, “are al- 
lowed to carry on only under strict sur- 
veillance. But even these are sometimes 
requested to print Fascist propaganda, and 
if they refuse, the party will either revoke 
their licenses, or find other methods to 
bring about their ruin.” 

“The atmosphere itself is so depressing,” 
a Milanese critic said, “that no outstanding 
writer has arisen here since the advent of 
the Dark Age of Fascism. Even the novel- 
ist is inevitably cramped and self-conscious, 
for fear that he picture contemporary life 
in a manner unsuitable to the Fascist idea. 
The consequence might be imprisonment or 
exile, as happened to hundreds. Further- 
more, the psychological emphasis has been 
so completely switched to patriotic stupid- 
ities that there is no longer a reading pub- 
lic in the older sense. There is only the 
state and its trembling subjects.” 

The same despotic control prevails as to 
free speech and the right of peaceful as- 
sembly. An Italian professor told me: “The 
truth is that the people cannot, without a 
police permit, have ordinary social gather- 
ings in their homes.” 

He later discussed the educational sys- 
tem of Italy, and pointed out that all stu- 
dents, even the youngest, are taught to 
revere imperialism and war. Fully three- 
fourths of all Italian children and adolescents 
are enrolled in militaristic organizations. 

* * a 

The Fascist answer to all signs of eco- 
nomic and spiritual distress is a formidable 
army of militiamen, guards, spies, and other 
“agents of public security.” An exiled Italian 
author estimates that the cost of maintain- 
ing order in Italy is three times what it is 
in France. Surely no other nation has a 
more imposing police force. In Rome espe- 
cially, one gets the impression that at least 
60 per cent of the population is in uniform. 

Naturally, the average Italian cannot 
reconcile this depressing state of martial 
law with the official ballyhoo concerning the 
great popularity of Fascism. His private 


conversation contains a rich repertoire of . 


picturesque epithets to fit every corps. 
Perhaps the greatest hatred is expressed 
against the hordes of officers in plain 
clothes, who trace the movements of every 
citizen, in the street cars, trains, cafes and 
other public places, in the hope of overhear- 
ing some unguarded phrase of criticism 
against the prevailing regime.

“Children Are Children’ in 
Every Period, Resigned Kin- 
dergarten Heac Says, 


Miss Mary C. McCulloch, who re- 
signed yesterday as supervisor of 
kindergartens for the Board of 
Education, thinks children today 
are little different from what they 
were 57 years ago when she first 
started doing kindergarten work 
under Susan T. Blow. 

“Children are children,” she said 
quite flatly to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “They are no more ob- 
streperous or boisterous today than 
they were then. They have much 
wider interests today, but that is 
due to a changing world.” 

Miss McCulloch, who is 81 years 
old, said she is just as enthusiastic 
about kindergartens today as she 
was in the 1870’s, when they were 
a new departure in education. “The 
kindergarten is as valuable to the 
teacher as to the children,” she 
said. “It calls out the best—the 
nurturing instinct—in women.” 

For Teaching Obedience. 

Now, as then, she believes. that 
children should be guided and be 
taught obedience. A child should 
not be allowed to follow any whim 
or wish as allowed to do in some 
modern schools, she thinks. 

Also she thinks the greatest en- 
joyment of her years of teaching 
has come from the response of the 
children, the chance to work with 
and train young teachers, and the 
contact with the children’s moth- 
ers.

BISHOP AGAINST PLAN 
TO NAME ARCHBISHOP 


The Rt. Rev. William Scarlett 
of St. Louis to Oppose 
Episcopal Proposal. 


A proposal to create the office 
of Archbishop in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, which has evoked 
national discussion among church- 
men, will be vigorously opposed by 
Bishop William Scarlett of Mis- 
souri, one of the leaders of the lib- 


eral wing of the church, at the tri- 
ennial convention of the church at 
Atlantic City, next month. 

Bishop Scarlett said today to a 
Post-Dispatch -reporter that crea- 
tion of such an office, which prob- 
ably would entail the delegation of 
executive powers, would not be in 
accordance with the democratic 
traditions of the church. There is 
no need for such a position, he 
contends. 

Under the present system each 
Bishop directs the affairs of his 
own diocese. The Presiding Bishop 
of the church does. not pos- 
sess executive powers except for 
the right to appoint committees at 
conventions. 

Creation of an Archbishop has 
been advocated ‘by a group of New 
York clergymen affiliated with the 
ritualistic or “high church” wing. 
Other clergymen throughout the 
country have participated in dis- 
cussions of the subject, which has 
received the attention of both 
church and secular periodicals. 

Besides ecclesiastical matters, the 
convention may consider problems 
pertaining to.social and economic 
welfare. A resolution has been pre- 
pared which would place the church 
on record as maintaining the right 
of conscientious objectors to refuse 
to participate in war. It would as- 
sert that the welfare of humanity 
as a whole should be considered 
above national patriotism in any 
contemplation of war.

OF LINDBERGH SHUWN 


Hubbard and Two Other 
Awards Added to Collection 
at Jefferson Memorial. 


Mrs. Anne Morrow Lindbergh 
took her place today alongside her 
distinguished husband in the dis- 
play at Jefferson Memorial of med- 
als awarded by scientific societies 
for aerial achievements. 
Heretofore the famous _Lind-| 
bergh Trophy collection has con- 
tained hundreds of gifts showered 
by the world upon her. Three im- 
portant medals, received by her 
this year as a result of her 30,000- 
mile trans-oceanic flights with her 
husband, now are displayed promi- 
nently. They are: 

The Hubbard Medal, presented 
by the National Geographic So- 
ciety, for her “brilliant accom- 
plishments as _ radio operator, 
aerial navigator and co-pilot.” 

The Roosevelt Service Medal, 
presented by the Woman’s Roose- 
velt Memorial Association for 
“courage, endurance, and distin- 
guished service.” 

The Wireless Medal, presented 
by the Veteran Wireless Opera- 
tors’ Association, Feb. 25 last, for 
“outstanding achievement in the 
radio art.” 

The medals, received by mail 
yesterday from Col. Lindbergh, 
will be added to the famous collec- 
tion which has been viewed by mil- 
lions of persons since it was lent 
indefinitely to Jefferson Memorial. 

Mrs. Lindbergh received these 
awards for her accomplishments 
on three trans-oceanic flights, 
touching five continents and total- 
ing 30,000 miles. The first flight, 
in the fall of 1931, was a trip from 
Washington to Alaska, Siberia, 
Japan and China. The remaining 
flights included a North Atlantic 
crossing via Greenland, and a 
South Atlantic crossing via Africa 
and South America, in the summer 
of 1933. 

Mrs. Lindbergh was the first 
woman to receive the Hubbard 
Gold Medal. It has been conferred 
on nine men, including her hus-

Assistant Collector of Customs 
Calls Attention to Federal 
Regulations. 


Loss’ of six lives last Sunday, in 
the sinking of a small motor scow

escape and after fleeing 600 miles, 
was recaptured and tondemned to 


suffer 25 blows with the knout, but. 


an additional period of imprison- 
ment was substituted for the cor- 
poral punishment. 

For 23 ‘years she remained an ex- 
ile in Siberia. She returned to Rus- 
siz. in 1896 to find her father, moth- 
er, husband and child whom she 
had left to fight for the cause of 
the people, either estranged or dead. 
She was then more than 50 years 
old, but began her most active work 
for the Socialist revolutionary par- 
ty. The Government ordered her 
arrest, but she escaped to Switzer- 
land and in 1904 came to the Unit- 
ed States to enlist support for the 
cause she espoused. 

Exiled Again at 66. 

The beginning of the revolution 
of 1905-1907 saw her back in Rus- 
sia, leading in the general strike 
end agitation. Again she was ar- 
rested in 1907 and this time per- 
petual exile was the sentence im- 
Fosed upon her, and when 66 vears 
old she again passed ovey the long 
road into exile. Once more _ she 
tried to escape, but again was re- 
captured. During a portion of her 
exile she was permitted to live un- 
der police surveillance in the citv 
of Irkutsk. 

With the fall of the Romanoff 
dynasty came her liberation in 1917. 
The provisional Government of rev- 
olutionary Russia sent her a spe- 
cial invitation to return to Petro- 
grad and provided a special train. 
Hers was a triumphal return and 
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ed States. She arrived here early 
in 1919 to plead again the cause of 
the ‘Russian people before Ameri- 
cans. 

Denounced Bolshevist Cruelty. 

Mme. Breshkovskaya remained 
for more than six months in the 
United States, speaking against 
what she characterized as the “in- 
justice, terrorism and cruelty” of 
the Bolshevist regime. When in New 
Ycrk she met George Kennan, au- 
thor of books describing the horrors 
of the Siberian prison system, 
whom she had not seen for nearly 
35 years. Kennan had befriended 
her when she was a political prison- 
er many years before and declared 
that her appearance in America 
after so much hardship and suf- 
fering convinced him that “even 
death would never break her 
spirit.” 

When “Babushka,” as she was af- 
fectionately ca.ied by her follow- 
ers, returned to Ruthenia, it was to 
resume her work in behalf of the 
children of soldiers killed in the 
war. For months she lived in Mun- 
kacevo, Ruthenia, where she co-op- 
erated with the American Red 
Cross in its relief of refugees. In 
Ruthenia she had charge of seven 
schools for orphan girls, where they 
were taught useful domestic arts to 
make them self-supporting. 

The sorrow of her old age was 
that her son had grown up an aris- 
tocrat, as she said, “without any 
sympathy for the peasants” to 
whom she had devoted her life. 
This son was brought up by an 
aunt while his mother was an exile 
in Siberia. He retained the family 
title of Count, although Mme. 
Breshkovskaya abandoned all 
claims to aristocracy when she was 
18 years old.

TCHILDHEN ATTACK WILL 


OF RETIRED METHODIST BISHOP 


They Allege Depreciation in Estate 
of John W. Hamilton Deprives 

Them of Bequests. i 

By the Associated Presa. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.~The 
validity of the will of the late Johm 
William Hamilton, retired Bishop 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
who made large bequests to Ameri~ 
can University and four other re 
ligious and educational institutions, 
was attacked in District Supreme 
Court today by his son and daugh- 
ter. They contended the terms of 
the will do not carry out the true 
intentions of the testator. 

Bishop Hamilton left an estate 
worth approximately $2,000,000. The 
son and daughter, Gordon Battelle 
Hamilton of San Francisco and 
Helene Stafford Hamilton of Seat~ 
tle, were given life estates in a sub< 
stantial portion of the estate. Amer- 
ican University was given $250,000 
to found a divinity school to be 
known as the Franklin Hamilton 
School. 

Bishop Hamilton died July 24 in 
Boston. The caveat attacking the 
will asserts Bishop Hamilton did 
not realize the amount of deprecia< 
tion in his estate. This deprecia- 
tion, it was asserted, would deprive 
the children of the bequests intend< 
ed for them if the other gifts 
should be made. The children also 
declared the will and three codi- 
cils were revoked by a subsequent 
written instrument signed in the 
presence of three witnesses.

back with the market quiet and fairly 
steady.

Postage Issue 
As Riienends 


Two New Stamps Designed 
as Aid in Saar Plebiscite 
Campaign. 


HE Nazi Government of Ger- 

many has turned to the postage 

stamp as an aid in its campaign 
in connection with the Saar pleb- 
iscite to be held next Jan. 13. It 
has issued two stamps significant 
of the occasion. | 

Both are designed to urge the re- 
turn of the Saar Basin to the fath- 
erland. One, a 6-pfenning, shows 
on a dark background two hands 
holding a lump of earth, on which 
is impressed in large letters the 
word “Saar.” The other, 12 pfen- 
nigs, has a swastike sun casting its 
beam on the German eagle over 
which in white letters is “Saar.” 

Germany also prepared two addi- 
tional special stamps on behalf of 
the annual Nazi party convention 
in Nuernberg. The denominations, 
like the Saar stamps, are 6 and 12 
pfennings. Their designs are iden- 
tical, with a huge swastika sun ris- 
ing from behind the ancient castle 
of Nuernberg. 

Besides, an announcement comes 
from Berlin that the current Hin- 
denburg stamps of the values of 
3, 5, 6, 8, 12 and 25 pfennigs will 
appear for a short time with a black 
mourning border in tribute to the 
deceased President.

HERE, confronted with the 
OU ceerwhetming figures on un- 
employment, can the young 
person setting out entirely on his 
own, hope to find a job? One mil- 
lion inexperienced young job seek- 
ers, we are told, are roaming the 
cuuntry, added to by 440,000 an- 
nually released from the schools. 
A “lost generation” unless they 
get a foothold. 
If Walter Pitkin’'s “New Careers 
for Youth” could be depended upon 


to answer the question, undoubted- 
ly it would be the most widely read 


book in the world, far more popular . 


than his “Life Begins at Forty” 
which, from its long stay on the 
best-seller lists, seems to be giving 
comfort to the middle-aged. 

That his latest book is a consci- 
entious attempt to chart the post- 
1929 changing world of jobs, makes 
it worth looking into. It is thor- 
ough to the extent that he claims 
with the help of a staff of 30 re- 
searchers to have surveyed 95 im- 
portant fields and interviewed 500 
authorities. Conclusiogs are ana- 
lyzed according to the philosophy 
of the author, who is glowingly op- 
timistic about the future, but from 
the evidence, not so much so about 
the immediate present. Only 33 
pages out of 236 are given to “hope- 
ful fields.” A large third of the 
book is taken up with warnings 
against over-crowded and obsolete 
occupations, another section with 
admonitions on how to prepare for 
and hunt a job. 

Other chapters are on “merger 
jobs,” where if one skill will not 
suffice for a livelihood, “be versa- 
tile, combine several skills” and 
finally “make your own job,” find 
opportunities at your own door- 
step. 

Unpromising he considers educa- 
tion, medicine, dentistry, nursing, 
the law, architecture, library work, 
the ministry, journalism, many old 
building trades, fine arts, acting, 
radio, motion pictures, aviation, 
small farming and engineering, the 
state of which last he described as 
“naradoxical.” 

There are mitigating ‘circum- 
stances, however. Most statements 
on the melancholy side are qual- 
ified. In education there is some 
hope in private schools of advanced 
methods and in adult education in 
response to demands of the “new 
leisure.” The trouble with medicine 
is bad distribution, too many doc- 


tors in cities, too few in rural com- 


munities. The same being true of 
dentistry. Group medicine, where 
costs of medical care are distribut- 
ed over groups of people through as- 
sessment or insurance, is noted as 
a social trend which should make 
for more stability in the profes- 
sion and better distribution of ser- 
vice. Small hospitals and clinics 
scattered over the country ought 
medical 
men and administrators. 
* * * 


HE veterinary field of medicine 
Tis recommended. Some idea of 

the need for veterinarians is 
given in the fact that the annual 
loss from diseases among animals 
$300,000,000. Over-supply of 
nurses is being somewhat equalized 
by the closing of many training 
schools and shortening of hours to 
spread work. While in cities the 
legal profession is encroached up- 
on by banks, trust companies, title 
companies, business bureaus, collec- 
tion agencies, accountants, real es- 
tate agents, etc., and young law- 
yers are forced into side lines, do- 
ing hackwork for big firms or al- 
lying themselves with the under- 
world, in small towns and county 
seats there are legitimate openings 
for young lawyers. 

Architects and builders may be 
absorbed in the new mass produc- 
tion, pre-fabricated buildings. 
Houses of structural steel and glass, 
cement, fibre board, new types of 
wood construction, new insulating 
macerials, are sure to succeed the 
jerry build, shoddy era of building, 
declares the author. Housing is way 
out in front of recovery programs. 
Not only a revolution in styles of 
building but “billions of dollars 
must be spent in the next 10 years 
by the most supcrior brains in the 
country on houses alone,” the au- 
thor confidently predicts. Air con- 
ditioning in these houses he believes 
will become an industry greater 
than that of automobiles. “It will 
require many workers: in Manufac- 
turing, distributing, sales and in- 
Stallment departments.” 

“Engineering is a badly over- 
crowded profession. Engineering 
has excellent Opportunities.” He ex- 
Plains his paradox by declaring 
every organizer and director of 
men and everyone in control of 
forces and materials of nature, an 
engineer. The chances for mechan- 
ical and electrical engineers appear 
better than those of mining and 
civil engineers. While the power 
age has and will continue to elim- 
inate jobs by the thousands, it will 
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make the services of mechanical 
and electric engineers increasing- 
ly important. Engineers are ad- 
vised to combine technical knowl- 
edge with salesmanship and ad- 
ministrative skill. More and more 
salesmen are required to be tech- 
nicians. The new era calls for 
more and more research. Workers 
will be needed to study chemical 
reactions. 

“Backward looking in _ politics, 
economics, social progress, we are 
progressive in our attitude toward 
science and construction.” There- 
fore in economic recovery. en- 
gineers have much work in store 
for them. Small engineering proj- 
ects are advanced as_ hopeful. 
“Specialization, over-centralization 
have gone too far,” he frequently 
emphasizes. “It is only while busi- 
ness booms that specialists prosper 
..+ The costs of titanic superpower 
systems have outrun their advan- 
tages. ... Look for engineering op- 
portunities in small towns. Bea 
town manager. Or, since small 
farming is hopeless, why not be an 
agricultural engineer? Manage a 
chain of farms for financiers who 
have been taking them in on 
mortgage foreclosures. Be a scien- 
tific commercial farmer. “Under 
the New Deal farmers will some- 
how be assured of fair prices and 
the mysteries of cheap distribution 


will be probed.” 
* 

Jinaustria artists, “quality serv- 

ice,” personnel work, applied 
psychology, vocational guidance, 
social service, retail selling, the 
“new salesmanship,” banking, cost 
accounting, appraising, market re- 
search, wayside inns, executive 
housekeepers, industrial code ex- 
perts, civil service. 

“The demand for beauty spreads 
throughout all business and indus- 
try. The National Alliance of Art 
and Industry reports that during 
the past year there has been an in- 
creasing demand for designers in 
all fields of industrial production,” 
so runs the chapter addressed to 
industrial and commercial artists. 

“Quality service” is described as 
a new big business which will serve 
the Art of Living. The author de- 
votes a long chapter to this subject 
while admitting he is vague. “You 
must spend hundreds of hours talk- 
ing to strangers, noticing how they 
act, what they prefer as to food, 
drink, clothes, furniture, music, 
girls, religion, books. You are now 
ready to serve ‘The Forgotten

Man,’” says Dr. Pitkin. It has 
something to do apparently with 
discovering something for which 
there is a demand and selling it. 

Of the “new salesmanship”: “The 
days of high-pressure selling have 
departed. No more ignorant, im- 
pudent, offensively aggressive sales- 
men will get by. The new salesmen 
are experts, trained not only in the 
art of selling, but in technical 
knowledge of their offerings. To- 
morrow’s selling must be founded 
on consumer education. If you like 
selling and are thoroughly familiar 
with every phase of your product, 
you can almost certainly locate 
many opportunities.” 

Bankers should be persons of the 
highest intelligence and _ trajning 
observes the author, but he found 
that “With striking unanimity bank 
officials emphasize not so much the 
need for technical knowledge as 
for ‘personality.’” Be sure you have 
the ‘right’ social connections, 
smooth approach, social grace, abil- 
ity to meet people easily and to 
speak in public.” Academic train- 
ing need not include college educa- 
tion. ‘The latter feel superior to 
their jobs and salaries (which at 
first are always low in scale). As 
one banker puts it, ‘College men 
can’t concentrate. Their urge to 
get ahead keeps them from master- 
ing their present work and they are 
not satisfied with conditions they 
must face in business.’”’ 

Large hotels offer few opportu- 
nities, but how about the new 
field created by automobile travel, 
the wayside inn? Consider the 
possibility of*a chain of these. Ex- 
perienced dieticians, mostly women, 
are in demand for these inns, as 
well as hotels and restaurants. 

Many top executives emphasized 
the need for cost accountants. 
Among 2000 trade associations few- 
er than 250 have uniform account- 
ing systems. There is a demand 
for hotel accountants due to many 
receiverships and reorganizations.

HERE is a serious shortage of 
good appraisers. “Colossal re- 
financing, writing off losses, 
seeking new loans for rehabilita- 
tions—never in the world’s history 
has there been anything compara- 
ble to the revaluation being at- 
tempted. A young man of good 
education blessed with a fairly ana- 
lytical mind will find an excellent 
career if he starts at once an in- 
tensive study of the changing val- 
use of things.” 
Careers in market research are 


to be found in progressive adver- 
tising agencies, manufacturing com- 
penies, trade associations, industrial 
engineering concerns. 

Experts agree that personnel 
work offers opportunities. “Yester- 
day we were concerned chiefly with 
hiring and firing as efficiently and 
amicably as possible. Today peo- 
ple must be better adjusted to their 
jobs. Competition is fierce. Em- 
ployers must hire and hold the 
ablest workers. 

Possibly the best opportunities of 
all lie in civil service.

E have finished our breakfast 
W orange. What next? . Egg 

and a piece toast? Or 
cereal? 

It doesn’t make very much dif- 
ference. Both have vitamins A and 
B, protein, carbohydrate and fat. 
It’s pretty hard to find any foods 
or food combinations that do not 
contain. both protein and carbo- 
hydrate. I was sitting next to a 
lady at luncheon the other day; 
she explained her selection of 
foods on the ground that she was 
f convert to the idea that one 
should not eat starch and protein 
at the same meal. I was able to 
point out to her that every choice 
she made contained both starch 
and protein. 

For children, perhaps the cereal 
is better. Because it has more en- 
ergy—more calories—especially if 
sugar and milk are used on it. For 
the same reason it is better for the 
underweight. 

This natural diet we are consid- 
ering is for healthy people; we are 
not considering invalids at this 
time, but it might be said that 
either the cereal or the egg and 
toast would be agreeable to the
